Stupendous 
Arizona 
Project 
to 
Be 
Onenea Next Month. 


Fhoenix, Ariz., Feb. 25 
The Roose­ 
velt dam, the stupendous engineering 
work in connection with the Salt river 
irrigation project, is completed and 
w ill be formally opened rn xt month 
by former President Roosevelt, in hon­ 
or of whom the dam 
was named. 
Preparations already are under way to 
make the opening a gala occasion The 
event will he attended by representa­ 
tives of the national government, pub­ 
lic officials of Arizona and neighboring 
states and by many eminent engineers. 
The dam is regarded as one of the 
marvels of modern engineering. 
It is 
1,080 feet long. 280 feet high and con­ 
tains 326,Aho cubic yards of masonry. 
The reservoir will have a capacity 
of "it;,628,OOO,OOO cubic feet, of water, 
which will In* used to irrigate 240,000 
acres of land. 
The dam has been nearly six years 
in building and will cost the govern­ 
ment about $8,540,000. 
The location of the dam and reser­ 
voir is in the Salt River valley, about 
seventy miles northwest of Phoenix.
